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To   extend  its   research  in  wildlife  management,    the   Bureau  of  Biological 
Survey   in   1935  organized  cooperative  wildlife- re  search  units  with  headquarters 
at   certain   land-grant  colleges,    selected  "because   of  their  "being  well    situated 
for  the  purpose.      On  January   1,    1939,    10   ouch  units  wore    in  operation,    support- 
ed through  funds  contributed  "by   the   land-grant  colleges,    the    State  game  and  e 
scrvation   commissions,    and  the  American  Wildlife  Institute,    and  Federal   funds 
provided  through  the  Biological    Survey.      Research  has  made   important    strides   in 
the    stud;,'"  of   the   ecology,    life   history,    and  management    of  game  and  fur   animals 
under  the   varied  conditions   of  food  and  cover  found  in   different  parts   of   ti 
country.      Many  problems,    however,    remain   to   "be    solved.      Some   require   le     j-time 
research,    involving   the   extensive   compilation   of  data  and  the   checking  of  many 
factors  not   constant   from'year  to  year.      Others,    however,    may  "be    solved  by  more 
simple   techniques  and  yield  useful   data  in  a  relatively    short   time. 

In   their  3  years  of  one  rati  on   the   cooperative   research  units  have   obtain- 
ed much  data  of  practical   application    in   the   conservation  and  restoration  of  im- 
portant game   and  fur   species.      The   findings  of   these  units  nave  enabled   Sta 
game  commissions   to   conduct    their  wildlife-management  programs  more   effectively, 
Many  changes   in  protective   laws  and  regulations  have  been  designed  to   inert 
desirable   wildlife  populations.      Habitats  also  have  been    improved   tr  food 

and  cover  manipulation,    always  keeping   in  mind  the  many  uses  of  land  and  water. 
Wildlife   restoration  is  one   of   these   important  uses. 

The  cooperative  units  lmve  been   responsible  for  two   other  inpo] 
compli shments:      (l)   The  adaptation  of  research  results 

trial   and  for  demonstration  of  the  best  management   practices;    and   (2)    tl 
specialized  training  of  advanced  students   in   the  field  of  wildlife 
conservation.      It   is  from   students   so    trained  that  men  qualified  to   adninisl 
the   country1 s   resources  in   resident  and  migratory  wildlife  will   be   drawn   i 
future,  ±i
